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Then and Now 
Mattapoisett Fire Department 
By Virginia Morgan 

Then 

From its humble beginning, even before 
Mattapoisett separated from Rochester in 1857, the fire 
apparatus was ready to help townspeople with one 
pumper and equipment that was stored in a shed on the 
comer of Baptist and Church Streets. Powered by many 
men and pulled by a team of horses, the firemen were all 
volunteers, as they still are today. 

As the years advanced, so did the equipment. 
One of these "newer" engines, the "Eagle" is now in the 
Mattapoisett Historical Museum with two of the original 
leather buckets. (According to a reliable source, many 
years ago the late Denman Morgan and his wife Clara 
Morgan saw the Mattapoisett pumper in the New Bedford 
Fire Museum and urged its move to the Mattapoisett 
Museum, where it resides today.) 

The term "watching fires" was used in every 
town report in the early years. When the town expanded 
to the beach areas, fire apparatus was placed at Crescent 
Beach with William Raymond in charge. In 1913 the town 
water system was started and hydrants were installed.

thus freeing up an old pumper for use at the beach area. 

On August 30, 1892, eight men were ordered to 
"watch" the fire at the Congregational Church and a 
carpenter shop on the comer of Church and Mechanic 
Streets. The fire was possibly incendiary and was investi- 
gated by state police and a private investigator; results 
were not proved, therefore, no arrest was made at that 
time. 

In 1897 when the present Town Hall was built, the 
Fire Department moved into the rear of the building with 
extra wide doors facing Church Street. A fire bell was

purchased from Sears Roebuck and Company for $25. 

It wasn't until 1924 when the Fire Department 
was officially formed by the State Legislature, with 
Selectmen appointing Calvin M. Perkins as Fire Chief 
with 16 men. A Ford truck was purchased and painted 
red. 

Few people realize the well-known benefactor, 
George Purrrngton, Jr., who paid for the construction of 
the town library, also donated a $5,000 bond of Northern 
Pacific / Great Northern Railway in the early 1920s for the 
Fire Department's use. The temporary Town Accountant 
explained the bond is still under Mattapoisett's control; 
however, only the interest over the years to the present 
time could be used — the principal cannot be touched. 

The regulation to stop when a fire apparatus is 
approaching had its origin in 1930, following the 
Governor's Committee on Save-A-Life Campaign. In 1940 
a combination tank and fire truck was added to replace 
the old Model T Ford truck. 

After over 50 years the Fire Department moved to 
larger quarters in its own building at its present location. 
The cost: $2,000 for the lot and $30,000 for construction. 
According to former Town Clerk Lois K. Ennis and 
present Fire Chief Ronald E. Scott, the move was made in 
1954. Several other townspeople, however, felt the move 
was made in 1951.

passed state-mandated CPR courses. Due to the preva- 
lence of stealing and burning cars, a team of firefighters 
have graduated from Fire Investigation and Arson School. 
(Their expertise could have been used in 1892 when the 
Congregational Church fire was being investigated for 
possible arson.) 

The Fire Station became the Incident Command 
Post and center of daily activities by various government 
agencies in April 2003 when a barge loaded with oil 
struck a rock in Buzzards Bay. 
40 Years 

After 40 years of service Fire Alarm Superinten- 
dent Paul M. Kelley resigned with Chief Scott as replace- 
ment. Started by Paul Kelley, the development of the new 
system using radio frequencies in place of wire strimg 
throughout the town is continuing. The system self -starts 
daily and resists lightning storms. The system has been 
installed in new school projects and many newer con- 
structed buildings. 
Coming Up 

Fire Chief Ronald Scott said, "A fire-member 
building committee has been organized to plan for a new, 
larger Fire Station to replace the present 50-year-old 
building. In 2005, the committee expects to propose a plan 
on size of the building and how the cost can be funded." 
Also, the chief said, "Because the rescue truck is no longer 
in use and needing major repairs, we hope soon to discuss 
with Selectmen replacing this important emergency 
vehicle."

department's current activities, needs, and concerns 
pertaining to the Mattapoisett Fire Department. Chief 
Scott said his greatest need is the ability to maintain a 
viable force of volunteers for the on-call department. At 
present there are 26 on-call members, one full-time chief 
and shifts from 8:00 am to 4:00 pm, part-time seven days a 
week. 

Because of job and distance conflicts in answer to 
an estimated 300 calls since January 1, the department has 
responded to calls with one firefighter 29 times, two 
firefighters 15 times, and three firefighters 13 times. 
Under the guidelines of NFPA, this practice is a liability to 
the town. Many volunteer departments in several states 
are experiencing the same problem. A recommended

suggestion for such departments is a stand-by stipend to 
guarantee a minimum acceptable number of responders. 
The Selectmen asked several questions about the imple- 
mentation of such a plan and the projected costs.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

September 9, 2004 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, September 9 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman David Pierce. Also present were Select- 
man Andrew Jeffrey, Town Administrator John F. Dolan 
Jr., and Secretary Helene Craver. Selectman Jonathan 
Henry was not present for the meeting. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter of interest from Truman Terell expressing 
his desire to serve on the Music Hall Advisory Commit- 
tee. The board said they would forward his letter to the 
Music Hall Committee for their input. "We will continue 
to solicit letters of interest," Chairman Pierce added. 

The board also received notice of seasonal shell- 
fish closures in Marion from the Massachusetts Division 
of Marine Fisheries for various locations in Sippican 
Harbor (off Water Street), Sippican Inner Harbor, Aliens 
Point, Holmes Brook, and Jobs Cove, and then imani- 
mously approved the minutes of the August 31 meeting. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Town Treasurer 
Debra M. Blanchette to sign a treasury bond in the 
amount of $9.9 million at a rate of 2.5 percent. This bond 
anticipation note is payable on January 27, 2005 to Eastern 
Bank. Ms. Blanchette noted the town's bond rating was 
also recently upgraded.

and just recently ... we were awarded an A-1, positive 
outlook, which is the next step in improving our bond 
rating," Ms. Blanchette said, adding that Town Adminis- 
trator Jack Dolan was instrumental in achieving this goal. 
"The reason for the (interest) rate we just received is 
having the positive outlook attached to our bond rating."

"I'm here tonight to recommend the Selectmen 
adopt the Community Preservation Act (CPA)," Select- 
man Jeffrey said. "(The CPA) allows towns and cities to 
levy a community-wide property tax of up to three 
percent to create a local community preservation fund. 
Under the CPA, the Town of Marion would be able to ... 
meet the state's 10 percent affordable housing require- 
ments. At the current levy of two percent, it would give us

a minimum of $150,000 to use for housing." 

Selectman Jeffrey said the process would require 
adoption of the CPA via both Town Meeting and the next 
Annual Town Election in 2005. If approved, the CPA could 
be implemented in the fall of 2005 and would be in effect 
for a minimum of five years. The maximum surcharge 
levied is three percent, but he would recommend keeping 
the current two percent which was collected to fund the 
existing Marion Land Bank. A five- to nine-member 
committee would also be appointed to make recommen- 
dations as to the surcharge. 

"It all really boils down to a situation where we're 
trying to get additional monies for the town without 
having any adverse effect on open space or (put a greater 
burden) on the taxpayers," Selectman Jeffrey said. "This is 
in no way trying to supercede open space acquisitions. A 
year ago I don't think we had the needs that we have 
today" 

But members of the Open Space Acquisition 
Committee like John Rockwell oppose the wholesale 
adoption of the CPA, fearing it would severely limit the 
town's ability to purchase open space as needed. 

"The CPA, as it's written, would guarantee only 
10 percent of the money that comes in ... for open space," 
Mr. Rockwell said. "I agree, it's in the best interest of the 
town to have open space, affordable housing, (and) 
historic preservation ... we just need to balance these 
interests. I wouldn't want to see us do something that 
would have us go backwards in terms of open space."

Mr. Rockwell also questioned the last-minute 
tactic of rushing into adopting the CPA at a scheduled 
October 25 Special Town Meeting without exploring other 
options. 

"A year ago, with about three days' warning, I sat 
here and we discussed the same things," Mr. Rockwell 
said. "Now, it's a year later, again we're facing a deadline 
for Town Meeting and we haven't even discussed how 
many members (should) be on the committee. I don't 
think the straight adoption of the CPA is the way to go." 

According to Stuart Richardson of the Marion 
Housing Committee, there is latitude in the CPA to 
allocate additional monies to open space or other needs. 

"The minimum that any one of the three organi- 
zations is going to get is stipulated as 10 percent," Mr. 
Richardson said, "But the other 70 percent is discretionary 
... spread out based on need. My thought is the CPA is 
going to provide more money for open space than we're 
currently getting." 

Richard Anderson, President of the Sippican 
Historical and Preservation Society, supported adopting 
the CPA for Marion. "From everything I can see, all 
(needs) will be taken care of ... I'm very strongly in favor 
of it," he said. 

Like Mr. Rockwell, however, Chris Bryant of the 
Open Space Committee wanted to explore every option. 
"I find it a little disturbing that two weeks before Town 
Meeting the people that put this program together are 
finally asked to come in here," he said. "Quite frankly, I 
think I'm in favor of the CPA but here in Marion we also 
have to look at things we're throwing away. I'd really like 
to see a little time spent on some type of study." 

"We already have a Land Bank in Marion — it's 
two percent on your taxes," Mr. Rockwell said. "I think 
we've done a pretty good job in the last six or seven 
years."

Town Clerk Debra Blanchette saw merit in both 
the existing Marion Land Bank and possible adoption of 
the CPA, but she also felt more time and study could be 
beneficial in educating voters. 

"The Land Bank, as far as open space, is working 
quite well," she said. "Before we throw that out, I'd like to 
see us look into it a bit more. I'd personally like to see the 
CPA pursued a little further (before we adopt it)." 

"I want to make it clear, this is not something I 
just read and we'll vote on tonight," Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "I think it's something we should go forward with 
(and) I think it's beneficial to the town. However, before 
we vote on it, we wanted to hear from other people first." 

Town Administrator Jack Dolan also warned 
against the town looking to "special legislation" or an 
amended version of the CPA to solve their problems. "If 
the needs of the community change, the flexibility is not 
there," he said. "I'm not saying this isn't something that 
should or should not go through now ... I just don't think 
special legislation is the panacea." 

"A year ago there was ... opposition (to adopting 
the CPA), that opposition hasn't changed today, and I

don't suspect it will change a year from now," said 
Planning Board Chairman Tom Magauran. 'T'm very 
much in favor of the CPA and I hope we give the taxpay- 
ers the opportimity to vote on it." 

Having taken all this into consideration. Select- 
man Jeffrey said they would take up this matter again at 
their September 21 meeting when Selectmen Henry is 
present to voice his input. 

"I am very confident that the collective wisdom in 
this room can find a solution," Chairman Pierce said. "I'd 
love to see us move forward and come to a successful 
conclusion." 

The board also agreed to put off their planned 
discussion of a survey sent out to residents on the Fourth 
of July Fireworks until after the October 25 Special Town 
Meeting, which will take up the bulk of their discussion 
time imtil then. They will finalize the Special Town 
Meeting warrant at their next meeting on Tuesday, 
September 21. Also up for discussion that night: the 
potential of permanently moving the venue for their 
regular Selectmen's meetings from the Marion Town 
House to the more spacious and accommodating Marion 
Music Hall on Front Street. 

"This is not the most conducive area for public 
access, for residents to view the meeting, or for cable 
television coverage," Mr. Dolan said. "I think another 
location such as the Music Hall would make more sense."

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NOTICE TO ALL MATTAPOISETT RESIDENTS 

The following emergency procedures will take effect in the event of a hurricane. 

(Please note: 2 to 3 days prior to storm) 

I. PARKING - Two (2) to three (3) days prior to an impending hurricane, the following parking ban will take effect: no 

parking both sides of North Street, between Church Street and Water Street: no parking both sides of Water 
Street and Main Street, between North Street and Route 6. No parking signs will be posted by the Mattapoisett 
Police Department, (see attached map). 

II. TRAFFIC FLOW - All traffic along Water and Main Streets will flow one way, from North Street to Church 

Street, in a northwesterly direction. All side streets will be barricaded. 

a. The following streets will be barricaded to traffic at Church Street: Mechanic Street, Cannon 
Street, Pearl Street and Barstow Street. 

b. Ned's Point Road will become one-way from Holly Lane to Old Marion Road. 

III. WHARF/TOWN LANDING: 

a. Access to wharf will be limited to emergency personnel and vehicles hauling boat trailers. No other 
vehicles will be allowed on the wharf. 

b. Boats up to 20 feet may be hauled out at the Town Landing at the appropriate tide. The Town 
Landing is located off Mattapoisett Neck Road. 

(Please note: 4 to 8 HOURS PRIOR TO STORM) 

I. EMERGENCY EVACUATION: Residents living in flood prone areas are advised to evacuate before 

flooding occurs. Once these areas become flooded, telephone lines may be down and there 
may be a delay in emergency response service. The following areas are known to flood 
severely: Crescent Beach, Leisure Shores, Mattapoisett Neck at Town Landing, Molly's Cove, 
Harbor Beach, Brandt Island, Pico Beach, The Cedars and lower Aucoot Road.

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Fair Warning

Vanity Fair. Starring Reese Witherspoon and 
Gabriel Byrne. Directed by Mira Nair. Running 
time: 137 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

How do you take a book subtitled "A Novel Without a Hero" 
and make a movie with the tagline "A Heroine Will Rise"? Mira 
Nair's Vanity Fair provides the answer: badly. William Makepeace 
Thackeray, generally described as a cheerfully acerbic social satirist, 
did not, I think, set out to inspire an uplifting rags-to-riches piece of 
eye candy; his Vanity Fair survives due to its power as social 
reportage and portraiture, and also, probably, his winking narrative 
voice. The novel ends thusly: "Ah! Vanitas Vanitatuml which of us is 
happy in this world? Which of us has his desire? or, having it, is 
satisfied? — come, children, let us shut up the box and the puppets, 
for our play is played out." Well, how do you end a Reese Witherspoon 
movie on that note? 

One character in the movie Vanity Fair is allowed Thackerayan 
qualities — the Marquess of Steyne, played by Gabriel Byrne with 
such glowering, mordant disdain for the hollow society he was born 
into that Byrne almost seems to be speaking for the author. And the 
Marquess does get to ask, perhaps rhetorically, "Which of us is 
happy in this world?" Nobody, really, except Becky Sharp 
(Witherspoon), whose up-and-down navigation of the social ladder 
is the movie's chief focus. One needs a scorecard to keep track of 
Becky's various conquests, not to mention the people who fimction 
as satellites around her sphere; the script scarcely bothers to fill in 
the blanks, and late in the game we receive one of those forlorn titles, 
"12 Years Later — In Germany. " Germany? Twelve years later? Huh? 
Shouldn't Reese at least have a few extra wrinkles? 

The Witherspoon of perhaps eight years ago — she who enthu- 
siastically headlined such confrontational indies as Freeway and 
Election — could easily have handled a Vanity Fair true to Thackeray. 
But here we have the post-Legally Blonde Reese, who appears to have 
airbrushed any flint or perversity out of her official Hollywood head 
shot. Her Becky is charming enough, and easy on the eyes while 
draped in Beatrix Aruna Pasztor's elegant costumes. But the Becky 
of this movie is a good-hearted blank who pits herself against the 
snobs and wins, to the supposed delight of the audience, when the 
moral should be more like the computer's dictum in War Games: 




"The only winning move is not to play. " (Yes, I enjoy being perhaps 
the only Vanity Fair reviewer to reference War Games.) 

The director Mira Nair has run hot and cold with me; I enjoyed 
her Mississippi Masala, hooted at her Kama Sutra, and missed her 
Monsoon Wedding andHysterical Blindness (for HBO). Much has been 
made of the factoid that both Nair and Thackeray were born in India, 
and the film does wake up belatedly when some belly dancers (led 
by our Reese) take the stage — although no movie should be allowed 
to get to the hour-and-forty-five-minute mark and then have a 
character announce "The entertainment is about to begin," which 
begs the question of where it's been hiding for the last 105 minutes. 
Anyway, Vanity Fair has about as much to do with India as Harold & 
Kumar Go to White Castle does, and Nair just doesn't have the 
temperament to tell a story in which her heroine's ambitions are 
rendered hollow. She's very much into the whole grrl-power Bend It 
Like Beckham thing, which is nice but not Thackeray, who was not 
nice. 

Anyone nursing a sore butt from Vanity Fair would do well to 
go back to 1975 via DVD time-travel and look up Stanley Kubrick's 
Barry Lyndon, also from a Thackeray novel; Kubrick decidedly 
shared Thackeray's acidic point of view. Regarded at the time as an 
overdesigned yawner, it holds up today as an elaborate joke — a 
three-hour epic with a completely useless non-hero at its center. Lest 
I sound sexist, I would nominate Lina WertmuUer — whose Seven 
Beauties remains, for me, the greatest film ever crafted by feminine 
hands — as a director whose vision would have coexisted peacefully 
with Thackeray's. As it is, the Vanity Fair we have received is merely 
the Oscar bait of the moment, ending not with doubts about attain- 
ing desire but with an image of Reese Witherspoon astride a happy 
elephant. Yay! England sucks and India is cool! Well, except for that 
troublesome caste system, of course.

It's good to know that the hopes and dreams of 
present and future tennis stars aren't restricted to the 
courts of the U.S. Open.

Sippican Tennis Club, Ms. Byron's passion for the 
sport spilled over into kickstarting a summer tennis 
program at the already-established Ron Burton 
Training Village in Hubbardston, MA which was 
founded in 1985 by the former New England Patriot 
running back who, sadly, passed away last year. For 
the past year Mr. Burton's son, Ron Jr., has continued 
to keep his father's legacy alive. 

The tennis camp arm of the village which Ms. 
Byron initially suggested to Mr. Burton in 2000 offers 
the rare opportunity every summer for boys and girls, 
ages 11 to 17, to participate in a six- week training pro- 
gram of fun, learning and playing which covers ev- 
ery aspect of the sport. The annual session culminates 
with an awards banquet during which participants 
receive prizes such as tennis racquets donated by the 
New Jersey-based Prince Corporation. 

Ms. Byron readily admitted getting the tennis pro- 
gram up and running would not have been possible 
without the able assistance of many local individu- 
als and organizations including Alex Pavao, an in- 
structor at the Marion Indoor Tennis Club who strings 
racquets used at the camp free-of-charge; tennis in- 
structor and Rochester resident Susan Sattlemair and 
her sons, Jake and Jordan, who helped with training 
sessions this past summer; and Dr. Milton Weiner of 
Marion, who not only personally assisted Ms. Byron 
with the summer camp sessions but also covered the 
costs of ribbons handed out at the final awards ban- 
quet. Ms. Byron also praised the first-time involve- 
ment of ORR High School tennis team players Eric 
Case, Matt Lawrence, Samantha Sgourakes, and 
Heather Bryant, along with returning volunteers 
Mike Morin and Attorney Bart Vinik. 

As a result of such valiant volunteer efforts, Ms. 
Byron said about 90 kids — most of whom had never

played tennis before — have successfully completed 
the summer program since its inception. 

"The camp exemplifies all of Ron Burton's goals:

It would seem community involvement runs in 
the Byron family. Her brother Alexander Byron is the 
noted Marion painter who recently completed "The 
Eternal Price of Freedom," a sequel of sorts to his ac- 
claimed "We Must Never Forget" portrait of the three 
firemen reposting the Stars and Stripes after 9/11. 
Likewise, tri-town residents are probably equally fa- 
miliar with sibling Judge Chris Byron of Rochester, 
who remains active in town affairs.
